He who ſhall review the precedent Glorics of the Auftrian 
Merits, who in all Ages have been the Invincible Bulwark of 
Chriſtendom againft their powerful enemy the Turk, ſhall 
have no lciſure to meditate a diſpute, but rather to court fuch 
a Service. 

Ie hath ever bcen the Impreſſe and Motto of our Brit 
tif Kings Sons, To Serve, till thcir lawful oppertunity and 
- appointment ſhould come to Reigne, and (with the Ieave of 
mine own Sovcraign) I ſhall (by cmbracing thefe your Ma- 
ſters Offers) account my ſelf to have fallen into the paths of 
my Anccftor King Richard of Exgland the firſt of that Name, 
and endeavour to continue bis Fame which Time cannot ex. 
tinguiſh for the pious Services he undertook and moſt Chri. © 
tianly diſcharged in behalf of Chrifts perſecuted Menibers 
and the Catholick Church in thoſe holy Wars againſt. che 
Saracens. |

A. B. do truly and fincerely acknowledge, profeſſe, 
tefi15c, and declare in my Conſcience before God and 
the World, That our Sevcratgen Lord K1NG-Gharles 
is lawful and rightful King of this Realm, and of all = 
ther His Majelties Dominions and Gountseysy and that the 
Pope-ncithcr of hiaſelf, nor. by any Authority of .the-Church 
or Scce.of Remez .or.by any other means with any ather, hath 


_ any power-or authority to depole the King, or todifpole any 
of his Majcftics Kingdoms.or. Dominions, or to authorize any 


foreign Prince to:invade or annoy him, - or his Countreys, gr 
to diſcharge any ofehis Subjc<&s of.cheir Allegiance, and obe- 
ci:nce to his Majcity, or to give Licenfe, or Jeave to any of 
them to bear Armes, raiſe Tumule, or to cffer any violence or 
or hurt to-his Maj:ſtics Royal Perſon, State or Government, 
or to any. of his Majcſtics Subjcas within his Majcftics Do» 
minions. | 

Alfo, I do ſwear from my heart, That, notwithſtanding any 
Declaration,or Scntence of Excammunication,or Deprivation 
made or granted, or to be made.or granted by the Pope, or 
his Succeſsors, or by any authority derived, or pretended to 
be derived from him, or his Sce, againſt che ſaid King, bis 
Heirs , or Succefſors , or any Abſolution of the ſaid Subjects 
from their obedience : I will bear faith and crue] Allegiance to 
His Majcſty, his Heirs and Succefſors; and him and them will 


defend to che uttermoſt.of my payer , againſt all Conran 
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and Attempts whatfoever , which (hall be made againſt His 
or their Perſonr, their Crown and Dignitie be reaſon or cc» 
Jour of any ſuch Sentence or Declaration , otherwiſe $; and 
will do my beſt endeavour to diſcloſe and make known unto 
- His Majcfty, his Hcirs and Succefſors , all Treaſons end Trais 
tcrous Conſpiracics which I ſhall know or hear of to be againſt 


Him, or any of them. 
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 Nowſfinceit is apparent , that GHARLES the Second, is 
our Luxfull KING ,.and that the Oath of Allegiance bindes us 
to preſerve His Majeſties. Perſon, Let us therefore prepare for the 
day of his Coronation; Since that he hath been pleaſed to declare, 
That he Efteemes the affefiions of his Good People more then the 
Crowns of many Kingdomes, and ſhall be ready by Gods aſſilance to 

below His Life in their defence, Wiſhing to live no longer then 
he may ſee Religion, aud bis Xingdomes floriſh in all happineſs.
